4.  Causes  of  Sickness. 


The  chief  causes  were  vScarlet  Fever  49,  and  Diphtheria  16  cases, 
Measles  70  cases  and  Chicken  Pox  41  cases.  In  all  except  one  or  two 
instances  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  were  removed  to 
isolation  hospital  and  all  premises  were  disinfected.

General  Provision  of  Health  Service  in  the  Area. 


5.  Hospitals  and  other  Institutions 
Available  for  the  district. 


There  are  five  midwives  practising  in  the  District^  but  none 
of  these  are  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority. 

There  are  three  Clinics  for  Child  Welfare  in  the  District^ 
but  no  Treatment  Centres. 

Hospitals. 

For  Tuberculosis  cases  the  North  Riding  Sanatorium  at  Fair- 
field  York  and  Aysgarth  (outside  the  District  are  available. 

No  Hospitals  are  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority 
for  Maternity  or  Child  Welfare. 

The  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  to  give  assistance 
to  medical  practi oners  in  the  area  when  called  upon  to  treat 
cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Hospital  accommodation  and  Specialists  are  provided  for  these 
cases  when  required. 


Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Middlesbo rough  Borough 
Council  for  the  reception  of  Small  Pox  cases. 

For  Fever  cases  arrangements  have  been  made  for  such  as  are 
necessary  to  be  removed  to  the  York  Fever  Hospital  (outside  the 
District).  These  cases  are  removed  in  the  Hospital  /mbulance. 

An  ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  who  remove  all 
accidents. 


There  is  no  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  or 
illegitimate  infants  or  homeless  children  in  the  District.

Inspection  is  carried  out  by  tlie  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  have 
had  nuch  practical  experience  in  Public  Abattoirs  and  Private 
Slaughterhouses.  All  aniinals  for  ScuLe  for  huiian  consumption  are 
slaughtered  in  the  Governaent  Controlled  Slaughterhouse  where  al 
neat  is  inspected. 

All  shops,  stores,  and  vehicles  are  systeriatica.lly  examined 
under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulation  1S24. 

176  visits  have  been  made  and  what  has  been  found  diseased 
or  unsound  is  condemned  and  salvaged.
